OF GREECE 
ARRESTED 
Round-up of Asserted 


Plotters Includes Many of 
High Army Officers

ATHENS, Aug. 16. -A commu- 
nique issued by the government an- 
nounces the arrest of former Premier 
George Kafandaris and many army 
officers, including Gen. Panayotopoul- 
os, the Mayor of Pireaus. 

Premier Eutaxias informed the As- 
sociated Press that the government 
was obliged to arrest Kafendaris be- 
cause of his persistent and contin- 
ued antigovernment activities. He 
recently issued a proclamation ad- 
dressed to the high army officials, de- 
signed to incite an army revolt 
against the present regime. 

Premier Eutaxias added that the 
army remains loyal to the govern- 
ment and that no measure had been 
taken against Gen. Kondilis who, it 
was earlier said, had been involved 
in this most recent Kafandaris plot. 

It is expected that Kafandaris will 
be exiled. He had returned only re- 
cently under amnesty from exile i 
the Island of Naxos. '

000. This tidy sum includes the cost 
of military and naval operations in 
the Philippines during the Spanish-. 
American War, the $20,000,000 paid 
| Spain for relinquishing its claim to 
the islands and approximately $12,- 
800. 000 spent annually for the de- 
fense ot and the maintenance ot or- 
der in- the islands themselves. 

So far as internal affairs are con- 
cerned the islands are entirely self- 
supporting and have been ever since 
the military occupation ended in 
1902 and the Philippine government 
was established. The annual reve- 
nues have been sufficient to meet the 
expenses of the domestic government 
and provide for the construction and 
maintenance of roads and harbors 
and similar public services. 

The revenues reached their peak 
in 1924 at $37,035,101, and the most 
vezing question before leading native 
advocates of immediate, complete and 
absolute independence or the 
islands is where money to finance 
an army and navy for defense and

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16. ()—After | 
studying the question of the nation’s | 
future fod supply. Department of 
Agriculture economists have declared 
that it appears safe to predict that 
developments in coming decades with 
regard to acre yield will depend as in 
the past, to a great extent on the 
prices of agricultural products. 

“Despite common belief to the con- 
trary,” they said, crop yields per 
acre have been rising slowly in the 
United States during the last forty | 
years. In fact, not an inconsiderable | 
part of the increase in the volume ot 
production of important food aud 
feed crops during that period has | 
been due to the gradual rise in acre 
yields. Since the population is 
growing steadily and the lands of 


good quality which are easily avail- 
able for use without reclamation are 
already employed, the. problem of 
productivity and soil fertility in their 
relation to our future food supply 
is becoming cf greater importance.”

NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—Continued brisk business in all the key indus- 
tries throughout the months when seasonal dullness is expected, has in- 
fluenced many of the trade prophets to revise their opinions lately on the } 
4future trade trend. In every other year since the war excepting possibly 
1926 the midsummer period has brought its usual seasonal downturn in 


general activity. 4 


Early in the year most of the prog- 
nostications indicated a gradual slow- 
in; down in trade that would turn 
into a period of mild recession in the 
autumn. Now that the fall is almost 
at hand what is the present prospect 
for business? 

One thing is clearly foreshadowed. 
The key industries show such unmis- 
takable signs of activity during the 


,months immediately ahead that it 


seems more reasonable to suppose 
that business will remain active this 
autumn than it will suffer depres- 
sion. 

“in the last quarter-century in this 
country, periods of business pros- 
perity have terminated,” Col. Leon- 
ard P. Ayers of the Cleveland Trust 
Company points out in his new bul- 
letin, and .iven way to decline and 
depression, with advancing prices, 
commodity speoulation, competition 
for labor, car shortages on the rail- 
roads and overproduction by indus- 
tries.

STALLED MOTOR 
All too common in the news columns 
are the reports of the fatalities caused by 
motor cars being stalled on railroad tracks. 
A ghastly instance was that of the young 
Gardena girl who was swept into eternity 
on a crossing recently when her engine re- 
fused to function and her auto was struck 
by an oncoming electric car said by ob- 
servers to have swooped down upon her at 
a high rate of speed, the motorman being 
unable to apply his brakes quickly enough 
to avoid a collision which completely de- 
molished the auto and derailed his car. 
Many motorists seem to take little or no 
account of the fact that, unless carefully 
manipulated, an automobile running at low 
speed is likely to stall when the wheels 
strike an obstruction such as a slightly ele- 
vated rail or when it is laboring over a 
grade even as slight as that of a railroad 
embankment. They do not seem to bear in 
mind the workings of the laws of mechanics 
in regard to what makes a motor “go dead” 
or that what will stall it anywhere else can 
be counted upon to stall it on a railroad 
track, the most treacherous of all places. 
Experts often point out the fact that com- 
paratively few drivers other than those of 
the old-fashioned flivver with no “gas” pedal. 
ever learn the use of the hand throttle, 
which, if properly manipulated, would pre- 
vent over half the accidents due to stalling 
on crossings, nine out of ten of which are 
caused by insufficient gas“ pressure. 
Where a throttle is opened an inch or two 
as the motorist is approaching the cross- 
ing and the motor allowed to race a little, 
stalling because of lack of this pressure 
rarely would occur, though, of course, it 
might be due to electric or other troubles. 
Most crossing accidents are the results 
of carelessness or ignorance, though some, 
to be sure, are unavoidable. Too much re- 
liance is placed upon favorable chances. A 
long period of immunity from accident on 
crossings is likely to make a motorist feel 
that, as he has driven with safety though 
with no particular precaution, 999 times 
across a certain track, he can count confi- 
dentiy upon doing it for the thousandth 
time in the same way. Newspaper head- 
lines bear full witness to the fact that noth- 
ing is likely to prove more erroneous than 
this belief. 


OWNS, WIGS AND WOOLSACKS. 
Here comes another invasion of the 
free and unfettered West by the conven- 
tions of the effete a belated attempt 
to plant dull decorum in the big open spaces 
where men are men—an evident intention 
to clamp down the lid on our boisterous 
sense of the ridiculous—an intimation that 
our wildness needs taming. 

A United States District judge has opened 
a session of court at San Diego wearing a 
judicial gown. For the first time in the 
history of California a jurist has occupied 
the bench in a silken robe. Our well-estab- 
lished precedent for shirt-sleeve justice and 
rough-and-ready court manners has been 
ceremoniously set aside. 

The question is—can California afford to 
stand for this innovation? We, who have 
never beep used to dignity and decorum in 
the trying of our celebrated cases, are ex- 
pected to show deference to a presiding 
judge. Suppose the practice should spread 
from the Federal to our State and county 
courts. 

There is no mistaking the change expect- 
ed in the attitude of our citizens toward 
the occupants of the bench. To see a judge 
presiding at a trial in the enhanced dignity 
of a distinguishing robe will discourage the 
sensationalism and levity in courtrooms 80 
long associated with the administration of 
justice in the irreverent West. It will ac- 
tually suggest to the onlookers that a judge 
is a person of some authority in his own 
courtroom.

Foreign Relations Asserted 
on Friendly Footing 


Need of Harbor Development 
Stressed. by Speaker 


Uncle Sam today is at peace with 
all the world, the chief aim of this 
country is to maintain that peace. 
and there are no signs at this moment 
indicating that it may soon te dis- 


rupted, declared Senator Shortridge m 
an address before a joint luncheon 
meeting of Beverly Hills service clubs 
at the Beverly Hills Hotel yesterday. 
The meeting. which was conducted 
under the auspices of the Beverly 
Hills Rotary Club, was presided over 
by George Barker, president of that 
organization, and aside from Rotari- 
ans was attended also by the Lions 
and Kiwanis clubs of Beverly Hills. 
It had been suggested to the Senator 
that he discuss particularily Ameri- 


world. 


ON FRIENDLY FOOTING 
“America today is on a friendly 
footing with all nations and is play- 
ing an important part to maintain 
world peace,” said Senator Shortridge. 
“This country recognires the interri- 
ty of all European governments ex- 
cept that of Russia. which will have 
to bring forth ‘fruits meet for re- 
pentance’ in more liberal measure 
than it has hitherto cone before it 
can expect American recognition. The 
present Russian government has dis- 
regarded all national obligations and 
so long as it persists in this course 
it will remain outside the pale, so far 
as the United States is concerned. 
“Relations with the Latin-American 
countries are friendly and there is ev- 
ery prospect that they will remain so 
Friendly sentiments on the part of 
the South American countries were 
greatly stimulated by the attitude of 
America which led wo the Colombian 
Treaty, under which Colombia was 
paid $25,000,000 by this country for 
its waiver of certain rights m con- 
nection with the Panama Cana!.” 
Referring to the immigration legis- 
lation which the Senator said at the 
time of its enactment created some 
stir, especially in the Orient, the 
speaker declared that foreign ent- 
ment on this point has changed, the 
fact mow being generally recognized 
by the thinking portion of the pop- 
ulation in both the Orient and Fu- 
rope that the United States as a sov- 
ereign nation has the right to con- 
trol immigration, wherefore this sub- 
ject no longer constitutes a source 
of offense. 


LEAGUE POLICY SET 

On the question of the Leacue of 
Nations, Senator Shortridge referred 
to the policy outlined in the Repub- 
lican platform of 1924, which opposed 
adhesion to the League but favored 
the World Court. “That policy has 
been consistently adhered to by Con- 
gress,” he said. A -resolution wes 
_Passed by the Senate supporting the 
World Court with reservations. among 
which was one providing that Amer- 
lens action in this instance was not 
to be construed as adhesion of the 
league or acceptance of obligations 
under the Versailles Treaty. 

It would be absurd to claim that 
this resolution in any manner com- 
mits this country to ny policy that 
would result in foreign entanglements 
of any nature.“ declared the Senator. 
The most that can be said is that by 
its provisional approvai of the World 
Court this country has gone on record 
in favor of the settlement of disputes 
among nations by submitting contro-

Some of the land might 
be of stony or otherwise useless soil, 
some of it might be exposed to winds, 
frosts, or other conditions destructive | 
to corps, and sometimes the projects 
dia not actually develop enough water 
for all ot the lands estimated as | 
coming within their scope. 

Also the cost of projects frequently | 
mounted up higher than original esti- | 
mates, and thereby placed a basic | 
mortgage which when distributed | 
over the whole area was too heavy 
for any but the most productive sec- 
tions to bear.
